"Detained in the Desert" and “Sacred Journey,” two very different inspirational films by 
Northeast L.A. filmmakers, both dramatically depicting passages through adversity, will 
be presented at this year’s Lummis Day Film Night. Filmmakers of both movies will 
present their films and will answer questions from the audience. 

"Detained in The Desert," lliana Sosa's debut feature as a director, was co-written and 
executive produced by Josefina Lopez, creator of the critically acclaimed hit, "Real 
Women Flave Curves." "Detained in the Desert" draws parallels between two 
diametrically opposed people. Sandi, a second-generation dark-skinned Latina and Lou 
Becker, an inflammatory talk show radio host, unexpectedly find their lives converging in 
the desert of Arizona. As the film's story unfolds, these two people- on opposite sides of 
the immigration debate- discover their humanity and the true plight of migrants making 
the dangerous crossing across the Arizona desert. 

"Detained in The Desert” had its world premiere to widespread acclaim in October at the 
Los Angeles Latino International Film Festival. The film was produced by Real Women 
Flave Curves Studio, an independent production company founded by Josefina Lopez 
whose mission is to make films that celebrate women of all shapes and sizes and reveal 
the authentic stories of Latinos in the U.S. “Detained in the Desert” is the new studio’s 
debut film. 

Preceding "Detained in the Desert," the Lummis Day Foundation is proud to present 
"Sacred Journey," a film by another Northeast L.A. filmmaker, Ernesto Quintero. “A 
Sacred Journey” is the story of a man struggling with amyotrophic lateral sclerosis (ALS) 
who shocks his family when he expresses his desire to give a mural to his community. 
With six months left to live, he embarks on a journey that allows his vision to be painted 
on the wall so that he may be forever remembered. As the mural slowly comes alive, the 
disease attacks his body with increasing ferocity and he faces the specter of a bedridden 
life, dependent on an artificial ventilator and a feeding tube without the ability to eat, 
speak or move. The completion of the mural becomes a race between the ravages of the 
disease and the energies of all who are involved in its creation.

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8 Northeast police seek to drive down traffic collisions

The LAPD’s Northeast Division is redeploying more officers to traffic enforcement, which 
means motorists - as well as pedestrians and cyclists - will be under greater scrutiny in 
the months ahead. 


Five officers from the Northeast Division, which stretches from Echo Park and Silver 
Lake to Eagle Rock and Highland Park, will be shifted into traffic enforcement as part of 
a department effort to improve traffic safety, according to Northeast Division Capt. Jeffrey 
Bert. Those additional and existing traffic officers will be focused on dangerous driver 
behavior, such as speeding, driving while using mobile phones and unsafe left turns. 

But, Bert adds, officers will also be warning, as well as citing, pedestrians and cyclists. 
“The reality is that when people get cited, it does modify their behavior more than a 
warning,” Bert said. 


In 2013*, eight persons died and 27 suffered severe injuries in more than 2,100 traffic 
collisions reported in the Northeast Division, according to LAPD figures. While there was 
a decline in overall collisions compared to 2012, Bert notes that about half of those 
collisions involved hit-and-run drivers. That's a much higher proportion than in the 
neighboring Hollenbeck and Rampart divisions. There was also a slight increase in the 
number of collisions - 140 vs. 145 - involving cyclists, he said. 


In addition to tickets and warnings, Bert said his division will increase attention to 
speeding on side streets in areas where bike lanes have been added and traffic lanes 
removed. 


The shift in officers from traditional crime fighting to traffic enforcement will not reduce 
overall public safety, he said. In fact, the result will increase the LAPD’s presence on the 
streets, he said. 


Bert said the department will evaluate the redeployment in about six months but he 
expects the shift maybe a welcome, long-term change. “My gut feeling is that its not 
going away.”

The newly expanded Vons shopping center at Figueroa Street and La Loma Road in 
Eagle Rock is nearing completion, with a roster of tenants that includes The Habit (grilled 
onions, please), Wells Fargo, T-Mobile and Supercuts, according to information posted 
inside the supermarket. While some residents in Eagle Rock might take issue with the 
preponderance of chain stores, others are not too happy with the name given to the 
formerly nameless shopping center: Figueroa Plaza. The Boulevard Sentinel reports that 
the name did not got over well with some of those who attended a recent Eagle Rock 
Chamber of Commerce meeting. Their main problem? “Figueroa” makes it sound like the 
center is in Highland Park. Says the Sentinel: 


Critics say that the name implies the center is in Highland Park, which has a much larger 
identity with North Figueroa Street than does Eagle Rock. They contend that the name 
should not have “Figueroa" in it, but instead should include “Eagle Rock” or “Colorado.” 


The Sentinel offers some alternatives - La Loma Plaza or Annandale Plaza - but there 
is no indication that the name will be changed. Perhaps critics will take some comfort in 
the fact that the shopping center is building an Eagle Rock monument sign at the corner 
of the property.

Liquor Permit by the Planning Commission. The 5-Star Gas Station owners appealed the 
denial and the Planning Commission will once again revisit this request. There is an 
appeals hearing tomorrow, Wednesday, February 12th at 4:30 PM at Ramona Hall, 4580 
North Figueroa St. Los Angeles, Ca. 90042. Stakeholders who have concerns or 
comments about this permit and-or the appeal are encouraged to attend the hearing to 
make a public comment and have your concerns and questions heard. 

NOTE: Although the Historic Highland Park Neighborhood Council voted to oppose the 
permit, stakeholders are encouraged to do their own research on the matter and form 
their own opinion.
